B.C. Verdict As ee 
| Shown By Voters | 


Refusing to pny thie penne panaceas offered by the C.C.F. | 
party or to further trust the discredited supporters of the 
Tolmie Conservative government under new names, the 
electors of British Columbia have placed their confidence 
ia the Liberal party led by Hon. T. D. Pattullo. In the most 
exciting and involved election contest in the history of the 
Pacific province. the wisdom of the people carried the Lib- 
eral party to a decisive victory. Hon. T, D. Pattullo will 
face a new House with ¢ majority over all of the nine other 
parties that opposed him. The four Victoria seats and the 
two Vancouver Centre seats to be voted for on November 
27—the delay being due to the death of the late Hon. W. J. 
Bowser who was a candidate in both cities—are expected 
to swell Hon. Mr. Pattuilo’s majority. 

While no election ever aroused more interest in B.C. 
where 219 candidates campaigned for the 47 seats, no other 
provincial election result was watched with more interest 
by the sister provinces than the contest decided yesterday 
in British Columbia. Bitter hatreds against constituted 
authority which have fermented under the policies of Rt. 
Hon. R. B. Bennett, bred an atmosphere favorable for 
radical agitators. Victims of unemployment and “sound 
money”, angered at being kept year after year on the dole 
instead of being given work and wages, were worked upon 
by C.C.F. spokesmen. They promised if given office to fin- 
ance great public work schemes by means of scrip so as 
to give each unemployed man and woman the equivalent 
of $2,200 a year. 

Against this the Liberal leader urged a sane policy of 
“work and wages”. For a time the issues hung in doubt. 
As the campaign progressed the promises of the C.C.F. 
speakers were shown incapable of fulfilment while the Ot- 
tawa government holds sole jurisdiction over banking and 
currency. The commonsense appeals of the Liberal speak- 
ers triumphed. Only in isolated constituencies like North 
Vancouver and Vancouver East—one crippled in its com- 
mercial life by Ottawa’s long delay over rebuilding the 
Second Narrows bridge, the other a working class con- 
stituency in which many hundreds of B. C. Electric Rail- 
way employees, now face a second cut in wages, reside— 
took the bit in their teeth and elected C.C.F. candidates. 
In Point Grey, the University section of Vancouver, the 
C.C.F. leader, W. A. Pritchard, went down to defeat, three 
Liberals displacing three Conservatives. In the mining 
and farming region of Alberni-Nanaimo, Dr. Lyle Telford, 
co-leader of the C.C.F. was defeated by a large majority. 
The Liberal candidates acted as a buffer for anger directed 
against tle Conservatives, who for the most part fled from 
the scene, or sought like the fabled wolf in sheep's clothing 
to seek election in the guise of “independents” or “non- 
partisans”, 

British Columbia is to be complimented on the manner 
in which it kept its head. It did not allow its rage against 
the Tolmie Government and its Ottawa henchmen, to drive 
it into the arms of a reckless C.C.F. movement. A factor 
in the disillusionment of the C.C.F. promises, was the cir- 
culation by the Liberals of a publication quoting from un- 
biased sources, showing how the C.C.F. proposals had ut- 
terly failed in the twc Dakotas when tried by the Non- 
Partisan leaguers. 

The cnly Tolmie minister to survive the storm was 
Attorney-General Pooley, running in Esquimalt where his 
family has held the seat since before party government was 
instituted in B.C. Though he dropped the name of Con- 
servative, and for the purposes of the election called him- 
self a Unionist, he but narrowly escaped defeat. 

Of the Tolmie ex-ministers only Mr. Rolf Bruhn se-

THE COAL BRANCH HIGHWAY 


The Dominion having refused to join in 
connecting the towns along the coal 
branch with a highway, the Provincial 
Government is to go ahead with the under- 
taking on its own account. 

But apparently the project will have to 
be carried through on a much modified 
scale. With the Dominion assisting, relief 
work would have been provided for the 
winter for 600 men. On the provincial 
scheme only 200 men are to be engaged. 
Evidently there is to be less highway built, 
or it is to be built to a much cheaper and 
therefore less useful standard. 

Conditions being as they are, it is for- 
tunate that the province is able to under- 
take the work at all. It is still dependent 


upon the Dominion for assistance ia 
financing, and is therefore restricted in 
the amount of construction that can be 


undertaken and the amount that can be 
expended per mile. It is to be hoped that it 
will be found possible to pay the men 
something more than the pitiful scale of 
wages set for Dominion relief work pro- 
jects, twenty cents per day plus board. 

It is to be supposed the usual amount of 
federal assistance will be given to this as 
to other provincial road - construction 
projects, fifty cents per day per man. Had 
the Dominion co-operated on the basis of 
trans-Canada construction work, the fed- 
eral contribution would have been sixty 
cents per day per man. That was refused. 
Apparently so far as Alberta is concerned 
the trans-Canada arrangement only 
applies in theory, because applying only to 
a highway across the southern part of the 
province that has been already built and 
paid —hby the provi

(2) But when, later on, a rare 
metal was substituted for a com- 
mon commodity as money, every- 
thing was changed.

An actual shortage of money, and 
all the dislocations which that 
produced, could (not without a 
semblance of reason) be attribut- 
ed to Providence. The question, 
“Where the money to come

(3) In the course of the last 
few centuries, however, the most 
revolutionary and far-reaching 
change of all has occurred. The 
costly metal has been almost en- 
tirely superseded by a costless 
money (created with a pen or a 
printing press). The manufacture 
of this costless “representative 
money” has become the monopoly 
of a handful of corporations. The 
infliction of poverty on a gigantic 
scale through the enforcement of 
idleness is a result of the “con- 
traction of credit.” 

Consequently, the common man, 
who was in early times the sole 
creator of money, and the main- 
spring of productive activity, is 
now a despised and helpless 
drudge, to be thrown on the hu- 
man scrap-heap whenever he is 
no longer required. 

Primitive money was genuine— 
it represented real abstinence or 
actuel work done. It was hon- 
est—the public obtained a ma- 
terial recompense for every dollar 
that was taken out of their pock- 
ets through expansion of the 
currency It was equitable 
money was at all times available 
for every willing worker.

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Our Epidemic And 
Our Misgovernment

In your goodness of heart i 
4 you believe that, should 
Canada become afflicted with an epidemic, the entire re- 
sources of the nation would, to the utmost necessary extent 
be used to combat the epidemic and to cure the sufferers, 
You are altogether wrong. ‘ 


There has never been such an epidemic in North 
America as that now raging; twelve million out of work in 
the United States and about one million out of work in 
Canada. One-third of the people in each nation are sut- 
fering an epidemic of distress. 


The Government of the United States is rising to the 
emergency. It is apparent that all the material resources 
of the United States will be thrown into the battle with 
the epidemic. , 


The Government of Canada is looking wise; paying 
out something like one million dollars per day in interest 
and something less than one million dollars per week for 
relief. Public debt is given the sanctity of holy duty; pri- 
vate sufforing and destitution is given the crumbs from 
the financial table. 


This is misgovernment. The rights of hungry women 
and undernourished children are the paramount obligation 
of government. The saving of life comes first; pride of 
national credit comes second. A government indulging 
itself greedily in the pride of national credit at the expense 
of suffering humanity is heading for destruction, 


Month after month hundreds of thousands of people 
are left to suffer hopeless mental agony and actual physi- 
cal underaourishment i, order that our government may 
puff itself up in the pride of national credit, instead of 
being an organization of saving helping power to a stricken 
people. 

There seems to be no way to break through the thick 
mental fog of pride and prejudice which obscures the Ot- 
tawa vision, There seems to be no sound which can pierce 
this mental deafness of those whose ears are stuffed and 
stifled with the money madness. 

Swinburne once wrote prophetically about Russia; 
defining the downfall which he said would come and which 
did come; winding up with words to this effect: “Wait 
till these millions of tungered men rise in their awful 
might, and then, God Save the Czar.” In our unseeing 
cruelty and our unhearing pride, we also are walking the 
path of national peril. 


John Ruskin’s book Sesame and Lillies contained his 
classic essay on The Work of tron. No member of the 
Dominion Government could read the part of this essay 
relating to the plough,-—read it carefully and honestly,— 
and remain in the cabinet twenty-four hours, except on 
conditions of an entire change of policy. 


Just a few of Ruskin’s gentle words may be produced 
as a conclusion: 


“We read with horror of the crimes of a Borgia or a 
Topliana; but there never lived Borgias such as live now 
in the midst of us. The cruel lady of Ferrana slew only 
in the strength of passion; she slew only a few,—those who 
thwarted her purposes or who vexed her soul. 


“But we, in no storm or passion, in no blindness of 
wrath,—we, in calm and clear and untempted selfishness, 
pour our poison, not for a few only, but for multitudes; 
not for those who have wronged us or resisted, but for 
those who have trusted us; we, not with sudden gift of 
merciful and unconscious death, but the slow waste of 
hunger and weary rack of disappointment and despair.”
